THE GRAND BVENT IN NEW’ YORK 
YESTERDAY. 


& Mitlion People Participate in the Ceremonies— 
The Greet Paraée of Military and Civie Or- 
ganizations -— Detafle of the Bxer- 
ercises on Bedloe’s Island, Btc. 


New York, October 28.—It is estimated that 
fully a million of people took part in the fes- 
tivities today. The multitude was simply 
enormous. Along the streets taken by the 
procestion the crush was terrible, and every 
window sifording a view of the parade was 
filled with people. The wet pavements, mud, 
chilly air and general discomfort were not an 
appreciable bar to the public enthusiasm over 
the event of “Liberty’s” unveiling. Streams 
of workingmen and women, who uSually tread 
the streets at early morning hours, carrying 
@inner pails and lunches, were today a8 early 
gstir, but with the difference that they wore 
their holiday attire and their faces hau 3x- 

ectancy in every feature. As early as eight 
o'clock the tenement districts began a move- 
menttoward the streets and avenucs where 
they micht see the pageant. From the bound- 
ary line, cast and west, at the river fronts the 
people moved until when nearing the lino of 
guarch there grew to be

thet at length dammed up against the police 
Jines and set back its constantly flowing 
stream ‘o near-by avenues. The Fifth United 
States artillery corps, commanded by Colonel 
John Hawiltor, and engineer corps, took their 
position io front of Secretary Whitney's house 
at Fifty-cighth street and Fifth avenue, a few 
minutes after nine o'clock. Noxt came the 
Old Giard, who stood near the carriages wait- 
ing for the president and his cabinet to leave 
Secretary Whitney’s residence, where they had 
gpent the night. 

Prompt!y at ten o’clock President Cleveland, 
accompanied by Secretary of State Bayard, 
cescenced the steps and entered an 
open carriage. They were followed by 
Secretary of the Navy Whitney, Postmaster- 
Genera! Vilas, Secretary of the Interior Lamar, 
Private Secretary Colonel Lamont, Rear Ad- 
miral Luce and staff, and Major Whipple. The 
Old Guard preceded thefcarriages,and at a 
quarter past 10 o’clotk commenced the march

The park of Madison square was teeming 
with people; the side streets were choked with 
humanity and Broadway was clogged with 
vehicles and street cars, above and below, to 
intersection ofthe line of march, when the - 
president and his cabinet reached the roview- 
ing stand. When Bartholdi, the sculptor, 
appeared on the stand he was easily recogniz: 
ed by the mass who had seen his portraits on 
the programmes and in the illustrated papers, 
and a great shout went up from those nearest 
the stand. The cry of “Bartholdi!” ‘“‘Bar- 
tholdi!” wasthen caught upon both s‘ands. 
The crowds on the avenue curbings, up and 

heard the name and passed

: until the heavy 
air was shaken witha roar of cheering that 
must bave gladdened the heart of the Alsa- 
tian, who bowed and bowed his acknowledge. 
ments. Then in carriages, driven to the rear 
of the stand, came President Cleveland and 
his party. Instantly ho was recognized, and 
egain the crowd shock the welkin with their 
shouts, and from the housetops and windows 
of near- by hotols came shouts and sounds of 
the clappirg of hands to sweil the roar of a 
sound that like that of a wave broke over the 
park and flowed down the streets and along 
the avenue, wherein the misty distance north, 
the trappings and pomp of the head of the 
column was seen just moving 
on its course. On the reviewing 
stand the president was presented with three 
handsome baskets of flowers, gifts of young 
ladies in the city. As the various military and 
civic organizations passed they saluted, by 
cropping their colors, and the president 
responded by lifting his hat. Nearly every 
band in passing played the ““Marsei laise,”’ the 
French national hymn, 

After the procession had passed, the presi- 
cent and party were driven to North river, 
where, at Twenty-third street, the Dispatch 
was waiting to convey them to Bedlve’s 
island. 

The last of the procession reiched the post- 
(flice at 2 o'clock. From tne postoffice the 
parade in all its splendor marched dowa 
Broadway to Wall street. The throngs of 
people scemed to increase at every block. 
Hanckerchiefs were waved from every win- 
cow and loyal throats shouted themselves 
hoarse. Turning Wall street, the parade 
vended its way to Pearl street, and thence to 
the Battery. Here it seemed as'though myri- 
acs of people had congregated to greet it. 
Every walk of Battery park was thronged 
with eager sigbhtaeers, who, notwit standing the 
dampness, still had 

ANOTHER SHOUT AND ANOTHER CHEER 
to addin admiration of the soldiers and oth- 
cers who had joined in the parade to do honor 
to the occasion. 

The first to embark for Bedloe’s island was 
the Sixty-ninth regiment, under command of 
Colonel Cavanagh: then came General Fitz- 
gerald and staff, followed by French and Ital- 
ian societies, The board of alderman lefs in 
the ‘‘Crysta] Stream,” and Judge Daly and a 
host cf other citizens left on board the “Muin- 
nescta.” The last to leave were General | 
Stone ead fis stuff tir the “*Tioréicce.”’  Tae~ 
rest of the great procession here disbanded. 

The formation of the marine part of the 
parade began on Hudson river, opposite West 
Forty fifth street, at an early hoar, but owing 
to the foggy weather it was nearly one o’clock 
before the signal gun was fired, At this time 
there were probably 

ONE HUNDRED VESSELS 

drawn up in two divisions, the first composed 
of lurge steamers and the second of tugs and 
emailer vessels. Some of these were beauti- 
fally ¢ecorated with flags and bunting. It 
wasafter one o’clock whenthe signal ’gun to 
start was fired and the column began its for. 
ward movemont. The United States steamer 
Digpatch Jay off West 23d'street and as the col- 
umn of boats approached President Cleveland 
arrived with bis suite and prepared to go on 
board, asthe gun fired a president’s salute. 
A halt wasordered until the Dispatch got 
uncer way, when with aloud blast of whis- 
tles, the column of boats followed in behind 
towaid the statue. 

Dense fog that thickened from early morn- 
ing, the drizzling rain and cutting northeast- 
erly wind, describes Liberty day upon the 
water. The spectators who expected to enjoy 
a great naval parade from the New York,New 
Jersey and Long Island shores, were sadly 
Cisappointed, for it wasimpossibleto see ata 
grea:er distance than a quarter of a mile on 
the water, because of the density of the mist. 
In the early morning, the fog was thick, and 
asthe day grew older, the weather grew 
thicker, so that af noon it was almost impossi- 
ble to distinguish a vessel withina few hun- 
dred feet. Had the day been fine the naval 
parade must have been graud and imposing, but 
the disagreeal.ie weather prevented this. It did 
not, however, keep the poople away from the 
piers, foron both sides of the Hudson they 
were 

THROKGED WITH PATRIOTIC CITIZENS 
whocould bardly restrain themselves when 
the stars and stripes and the French standard, 
floating side by side, at the mastneads were 
cescribed. One fact that was particularly no- 
ticeable was that aliof the steamers of the 
inglish and German linesin slips along the 
river were decorated from stem to stern with 
cnsigns and colors. Asthe naval procession 
moved down the river it resembled an 
immarnse snake, making its way leisurely over 
the surface, except that itseldom swerved from 
the direct course to the upper bay. 

At 1:45 the leading vessels of the fleet en- 
tcred the upper bay, and at five minutes after 
2 o'clock the flagship of the fleet anchored to 
the southwestward of Liberty island. Here 
was gathered a fleet of vesse’s that can be 
better imagined than described. All manner 
of craft were at anchor in the waters about the 
great statue. There was no feeling except 
thetof patriotism. The war vessels came in 
for their share of attraction, with their black 
muzzles protruding from either side. They 
lay in a line that extended north and south, 
and were the Alliance. Tennessee, Jamestown, 
Yantic, Saratoga and Portemouth, 

Shortly before three o’clock, the United 
States steamer Dispat:h, with President Cleve- 
land and cabinet aboard, hove in sight, and as 
it did, the yards of the war ships were manned 
and es the Dispatch passed each vessel, 

A NAVAL BALUTE 

was given by the sailors andthey descendod 
to eck. At 2:55 President Cieveland was 
rowed ashore. Then whistles were blown, 
the guns of the men-of war belched forth and 
colors were dipped. For exactly half an hour 
this was kept up. Another salute was given 
when the French flag was removed and the 
face ofthe immense etatue revealed, and a 
third end last when the president was again 
taken eboard the Diepatch. Then the smoke 
curled forth from the mouths of cannon, fol- 
lowed by sheets of fame and then thundering 
,eports. This was the order all along the line 
ard the sightof flames from the broadsides 
of the war equadron wag a beautiful and moat 
im pressive one. 

Thus clesed one of the greatest days in the 
history of the republic, The naval display 
and procession was the largest ever seen in 
the waters of thie port, that at the recent in- 
ternational yacht races sinking into insigalfi - 
cance. The baleony-like structure from 
which addresses were to be made was hand- 
somely decorsted with the tricolor nad the 
sters end stripes. Policemen stood on guard 
at the two stairs leading to it, and no one ex:

Inside this the bearers of red tickets were 
not admitted. In the meantime, the big ficet 
of water craft of all sizes, from punt to man- 
of-war wasincreasing on that side of the 
island which the statue faces, till very little 
of water was visibie between them. The 
Twenty-second regiment band, under the 
leadership of Gilmore, marched up to the outer 
edge of the latform playing the 
*‘Marseillaise.’”’ hia Was followad 
by “Yankee Doodle,” “Star Spangled 
Banner,” “St. Patrick's Day,” “Garry Owen,” 
“Charley, You’re My Darling,” ‘‘Aunie L wurie,” 
“British Grovadiera,” * Last Rose of Sam mer,” 
“The Minstrel Boy,” “Gillie Gallum,” and 
“America.” The French visitors arriveiabont 
2,30 and were greeted with enthusiastic cheers, 
They modestly walked to seats on the general 
platform and sat there until the members of 
the committee came and escorted them to the 
balcony. 

At3 p, m. the band struck up 

“HAIL TO THE CHIEF,’ 

and all eyes were turned towards the diraction 
in which the president was expected to appear, 
When he did come into view the immense gath- 
ering recognized him with a perfect storm of 
checrs that lasted for several minutes. The 
steamers took up the shout with thair whis- 
tles and the war ships with their guna. 

When Rev. Dr. Storrs arose to give prayer 
on opening the exercises, every effort to have 
the noise stopped was ineffectual. The whis- 
tles kepton blowing, guvs firing and the 
crowds on the boats shouting. Finally, when 
all means appeared useless, thereverend gen- 
man went on with the prayers, but not even 
those who were within a few feet could hear 
him. The shadowof the Colossus extended 
over him as with his hands outstretched and 
his eyes cast heavenward, he besought the 
blessings of the Almighty upon an event which 
bc tokened 

THE FRIEND3HIP OF NATIONS 
and the promise of peace which would) e lasting 
and gloricus between the two great republics. 
Dr. Storre’s prayer was bricf, but exquisitely 
pathetic. A momentafter Dr. Storrs retired, 
Count Ferdinand DeLetseps walked in front 
of the party of gentlemen on the platform, 
and in a clear, . Sjgpus voice, despite his 
many years, made a waef presentation spesch 
in behalf of the Franco American union, He 
spoke of the conception of the statue, the 
work of che committes, of which he was 
a member,to bring thé matter to the atiention 
cf the French government, the popular contri- 
bution to the cost fof founding the work, and 
its final departure om the Isere. As the agei 
gentlen an bowed in response to the applause 
which greeted his remaras, he waved his hand 
toward Senator William M. Evarts, who took 
Count DeLesseps’s place before the audience, 
Mr, Evarts said:

The ropes leading from the platform to the 
flag, which still covered the face of the god- 
dcss, were scen to sway. A sharp pull was 
given aud the banner fell to the pedestal. The 
countenance Of the statue waa uncovered 
above the great assembly. M. Bartholdi’s life 
work was formally declared to live asa work 
of art. Fromthat moment began the exist-

LIBERTY ENLIGHTENING THE WORLD. 

Scarcely had the banner fallen than 4 signal 
fiegwas waved from the masthead of the Ten- 
nessee. Astreakof flame sprang from this 
side of the old war ship, and then another and 
another, until her decks were hidden ina 
white cloud of powder smoke. From every 
man-of-war in the ficet, French as well as 
American, thundered a salutation to the god- 
dess. The scene, had the day been fair, would 
have been imspiring. As it was, the 
sound was deafening and partook its 
chief majesty from the ro!l ofits thunderin 
echoes across the harbor. The powder smoke 
clung to the surface of the biy. The island 
was more effectually shut off by this addition 
tothe mist than it hadbeen before. It was 
impossible to distinguish the pedestal 200 
yards away. Again, the strains ofthe band 
were heard and the sounds of national an- 
thems were borne upon the breezes until their 
notes died away as had the roarof the guns. 

SPEECH OF PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
The president ofthe United States then

Instead of 
grasping in her hand thunderbolts of terror and of 
ceath, she holds aloft a light which illumines the 
way to man’s enfranchisement.

TBARRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT IN 


WISCONSIN. 


A Limited Express Train Gomes in Collision With 

& Froight-The Oars Telescops and Take 

Fire—Nineteen Pergons Perish in the 
Flan es—Incidonts of the Horror. 


_ MILWAUKEE, October 28,—Soon after mid- 
night last night thewest bound limited ex- 
press wes ditched at East Siding, a smal! sta- 
tion about thirteen miles east of Portage, on 
the main line of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road. There are two side tracks at 
the place, and at the time the train was due 
there lastnight both were occupied by freights, 
gne by a wild train and the other by train No. 
14, Conductor H. C. Hankey, of this city, 
which had just pulled in from the west to al- 
Aow the limited to pass. No. 14 was very long 
gad the conductor was et the head of the train 
relying upon the brakeman to attend to the 
ewitch. One report says the rear brakeman, 


 gnose business it was to close the switch aftor 


the train, for some reason neglected altogether 
te doso. Another and more probable story ig 
that he started back to close the switch, but 
before he could reach it the limited, which 
Goes not stop at any except large places, came 
tearing down the grade at fifty miles an hour 
srdieftthe rails at the open switch. The 
aiding isin a cut where the switch light can. 
not be seen from the east untila train 1s within 
# few rods, so the engineer of the limited 
conid not see the switch light turned wrong 
outil too late to stop. The engine left the track, 
ran ashort distance and brought up against 
the.eide of a cut, toppling over. The baggage 
carand two regular coaches followed, while four 
sleepers kept the rails, The ongine and cars 
that went off were baily smashed and soon 
took fire from the stoves; and Engineer Little 
and Fireman Eagan crawled out from under 
the locomotive badly bruised and scalded. A 
heggage man had a leg broken. All the pas- 
e6ngers in the sleepers got out uninjured, ex- 
© pt slight bruises, but in one of the day 
couches thirteen were pinned in and literally 
burmed to death. Many others were injured 
by eevere shaking, The names of the victims 
aro not yet known here. The whole train, 
excepting onesleever, which they were able 
to uncouple and draw away, was burned up. 
Saperintendent W. G. Collins was on the east 
beuud parsenger No, 2, which was waiting at 
the station, a few miles this side of the wreck 
ter the limited, and was soon on the scene. A 
wrecking train with surgeons went from this 
city, and did all that. wae possible to alleviate 
suflering and to save life. No. 2 was obliged 
ty, back up to this city and run overthe North- 
western to Milwaukee via Horicon, Beaver 
Dam and Fox Lake. 

The tame route has been used by trains today 
as the wreck is not yet cleared. Conductor 
Henkey, of the freight, was so demoralized by 
the accident, the responsibility of which rests 
ov bis crew and thus also on him, that he took 
to the woods in despair, leaving his train. He 
has always been a most careful and efficient 
men, much trusted by the company. It wasa 
most horrible and sickening spectacle, the 
roesting people making the night hideous with 
their yelis, while the bystanders were unable 
torender assistance. It was the worst wreck 
evir known in the northwest. 

:i. Lawenhach, job printer, ef this city, was 
(Siioverecked train, He says the scéaes 
aiter the accident were harrowivg. The pas- 
senger coach, which he says coutaiusd be- 
tween fifteen and twenty peop's, was tele. 
eceped at both ends, and the fire and smoke 
that enveloped the wreck prevented the im- 
piisoned and ivjured passengers from escaping. 
Paseengers from the sleepers gathered aronnd 
ibe blazing cars, but were powerless to reuder 
arsistunce. Menand women could be seen 
tes1ing their hair inthe agony of the moments, 
and frightful screams issued from the death 
trap. One heavy woman, in particular, he 
s.¥s,toreup one of the seats with almost 
superhuman strength and ondeavored 
to break her way out of tle 
flaming pyre, but her strength failed 
and ske feli to the floor and met a horrible 
death, Only three persons escaped from tho 
passenger car, Mr. Lowenbach says—a main 
and twochildren. The man was observed as 
he forced his way through the ventilator on 
top the car, with all the clothing on his body 
fyom the waist downward burned off and his 
flesh roasted and b'eeding from cuts inflicted 
by broken glass. Every one of the wrecked 
cars were consumed with the exception of the 
last sleeper, which was cut away from the 
burning wreck. All bodies of the victims were 
burned in the wreck. 

Tbe mail car wasin charge of John Besch, 

of Plainfield, who, with his five men, escaped, 
though badly bruised. They got all the val- 
uable mail out beforethe car burned. Sixty 
bags of papers were destroyed, Of the pas- 
sengers in the day coach, all perished except 
two smal! children of C. R. Scherer, of Wino- 
na, Minn. Mrs. C, R.Schererand her mother- 
in Jaw, Mrs. Rosina Johns, were in the eir and 
perished, but were able to put the children 
out through a window to outsiders, The chil- 
dren were sent home, The coach contained 
ahout twenty people, and the momentum of 
the sleepers behind it raised the center of 
it uplike a letter and then the bottoms came 
together, smashing everything to pieces and 
pinning the people down with the seats. 
~ General Manager Miller, who went out to 
tie scene at four o’clock this morning, return- 
ed at tour o’clock this afternoem He said, in 
response to a question, that he had little in- 
formation to give beyond what has already 
been given. e believed that twelve persons 
lest their lives in the wreck.

@ A merchant at whose store the Sister bought 
goods says there were three of them and that 
they had their packages taken to the depot to 
goup on the night train to St. Paul. The 
other victims whose names Manager Miller 
had were Louis Brinker, of Ashland, and 
Emil Woldersdorf, a merchant of Columbus, 
Wis. The only man who escaped from the 
burning car was Dr. Smith, of Caoicago. If the 
merchant is correct about thera being three 
instead of two Franciscan Sisters who were 
gving on that train, thereshould be one added 
to Miller’s list of victims, making in all thir- 
teen. Thisis probably the fall namber, It 
may be several days before the names of all 
the victims are secured, : 

From the moat reliable accounts obtainable 
tonight, the number who perished does not 
excecd ter, and thise were all in the passen- 
grr conch next the baggage coach.

To their horror they saw 
the flames burst in from one end of the car, 
They redcubied their efforts and Phillips man- 
eged to crawl out. Conductor Searle, thus re- 
lieved, followod him. Clark witha broken 
leg was gotten out and the three crawled 
through a window as the flames had crepi up 
to within a few feet of them. Condactor 
Searle is now lying prostrated at his home in 
Milwaukee, and teils this story.

At 11 o’clock the 
cherred remains of eleven victims had been 
taken out, Inthe pocket of one man was an 
envelope addressed “J. Tourin, Niaeteenth 
stiect, Chicago, Il], A travelling man named 
Dibble was among the victims. Mrs. L. Low- 
rey, of Milwankeo, also perished. Brinker 
and Wolter dorf live at Columbus, in this state, 
acd there boarded the train.

OUR POSTAL SERVICE. 


The Appropriations and Estimates for Its 
Maintenance. 


WASHINGTON, October 28.— Estimates of ex- 
penses of the postal service for the next fiscal 
yeareggregate $55,342,150, while appropria- 
tions for the current year were $54,365,563, 
showing an increase in estimates for next 
ycar of $976,226, This increase is made up of 
the fcllowing items: Compensation of clerks 
in postoffices, $300,000; additional expenses of 
the free delivery system, $246,469; second 
as-istant postmaster general’s office, $37,000; 
third assistant postmaster general’s office, 
$247,500; foreign mail service, $50,000. Es- 
timated ordinary revenue for next fiscal year 
is $49,962,596, and revenue from the money 
order system $650,000, making a total esti mat- 
ed revenue of $50,612,596. The estimated de 
ficiency in receipts, ascompared with the ex- 
p nditu -es during the next fiscal year, is p!ac- 
ec at $4,729,554, while it is estimated that the 
current fiscal year will show a deficiency of 
$7,443,914, The cstimated expense of main- 
tain'ng the postoffice depaitment, inclading 
clerk’s salaries, depredations and contingent 
expenses is $828,290, a reduction of $2,150 from 
this year’s appropriations.

The nuts are un- 
nevally large and fine flavored and if good 
crops of such pecans can be raised in this lati- 
tucethe growimgof them would prove quite 
profiteble, That theycan be grown success- 
fully has been pretty well demonstrated, Dr, 
J. B. Read has the largest grove in that soc- 
tion ard his trees are producing satiefactorily, 
although no «special atieation has been paid 
to their cuigivation. Major George Aadersoa 
and Mr. ©. H. Berdon have a few trees also. 
The most of the nuts grown around there are 
said te be of medium sizeand under. The reason 
is because too little attention has been 
given to the selection of the seed and the cul- 
tivation of the trees. Jacob Gardner, the Ball 
street fruit dealer, was shown a handfal of 
tre pute and he said they were remarkably 
large and fine and weil shaped, and ssemed to 
be of a very prolific variety. Such pecans 
would readily bring ten cents a pound whole- 
sale, Mr, Gardner remarked. The pecans or- 
dinarily found on the market ecliat whole- 
tale from five cents to eight contsa pound. A 
bushel weighs about thirty pounds. The 
cheapest hind sells for one doliar anda haif 
# bushel, but large nuts will bring three dol- 
larsa bushel. The tree does not come into 
bearing for seven or ten years, and in France 
it appears totake much longer, there being 
groves there thirty jearsold and thirty feet 
bigh which have borno no fruit. The well 
hnown nut is oliveshaped frem an inch 
to = an inch and 7 half long, 
with a thin sheli and sweet, oily seed. Maay 
prefer the pecan to any othor nat, The tree 
is 60 or 70 feet high in the forests, bat there is 
one at the Bartram estate, near Philadelphia, 
over 90 feet high, Old trees in the forest 
bearabundantly.

me foundation ot the republic. There has 
never been a time when the poor man in this 
aountry had no chance in the race for wealth. 
The history of every rich family will show 
this beyond question. The Astors and the 
Vanderbilts trace their history back to the 
poorest of ancestors. They may not be very 
proud of it,and yet it is a fact to be proud 
of. Jay Gould began life as a poor country 
boy, bis only capital being his energy and 
bis brains. 

But Gould, the Vanderbilts and the Astors 
are exceptions that may well be left out of 
view in discussing the opportunities that 
existforapoorman. The truth is that there 
Was never atime in the history of this coun- 
try when fpoor men had greater 
opportunities to improve their con- 
dition than they have at this mo 
ment, nor was there ever a time when more 
of them were taking advantage of these op- 
portunities. With few exceptions, every 
rich man in the land was once @ poor man, 
The great majority of our rich men have 
earned their property by the most unremit- 
ting toil, supplemented by the most pinch- 
ing economy. They bave risen from poverty 
by virtue of their pluck and their brains. 
Atis true avi every rich man has brains— 
neither are brains the possession of every 
poor man. The ove loses or squanders his 
propeity, and the other fails to accumulate— 
80 that fate or circumstances keeps the bal- 
ance about even. 

This much may be said: That neither so- 
cialiem nor anarchy will do for a poor man 
in this country what his own exertions {ail 
todo. The laborer of today is the capitalist 
ef tomorrow, and industry and economy 
bring about a much more generous and natu- 
ral division of property and capital than 
anarchy and socialism can hope to do. 

There is one hopefal sign, and that is that 
the tumultuous agitation which is now going 
on in some of the northern cities has for its 
mucleus a squad of foreigners, who, so far 
from understanding and appreciating our in- 
stitutions, can scarcely speak the English 
Ispguage. They are ignorant Poles and Ger- 
mane who see in our firm but humane laws 
en)y the manifestations of the horrible tyr- 
appy under which they have lived for so 
many years. 

The tyrannical governments of Europe are 
responsible for the anarchists who have be- 
gun their agitations in this country. ‘The 
remedy for it isthe liberty which exists in 
the republic and the laws on which it is 
based 


The Son of An Old Friend. 

Julian Hawthorne, the novelist, lately 
printed in the New York World a report of 
np interview with James Russel! Lowell. 
Mr. Hawthorne is the literary editor of the 
World, and, as the sequel shows, is more at 
home in that department than he is among 
the reporters. Atany rate, he took occasion 
te try bis hand at reportiog an interview, 
end his first victim—-wbo will probably be 
bis Jast-—was James Russe!l] Lowell, who 
hes reeently returned from Earope. 

Mr. Hawthorne’s report of his interview 
with the ex-minister is very entertaining. 
Indeed, it is more than that. It is an ideal 
report, It has the literary quality—the 
Fightness and firmnese which are so rare in 
the newspaves. It has been widely copied 
and quoted fron, It appears to pc even 
more ti ipary inter, st r. Lowell

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tributed to. him by Mr. Hawthorne, He 
alludes to the report of the interviewas 2 
breach of confidence, and says that nobody 
could ever have been more surprised and 
grieved than he to find this sort of thing 
cropping ontin the eon of his old friend. 
That Mr. Lowell is deeply grieved there can 
be no doubt, for, in repudiating the report 
of his convereation, he drops quietly and 
naturally into Latin, which seems the pro- 
per language in which to drop when one has 
Anglo-Saxon feelings toconceal. ‘‘The old 
proverb ‘save me from my friends,’’’ says 
Mr. Lowell, ‘“‘must be stretched, it would 
seem, to take in their children also.’’ 

The truth of the busizess is, that Julian 
Hawthorne has no aptitude for newspaper 
reporting. By dealing with the creatures of 
his imagination, his mind has become too 
daring to accept the limits within which the 
practiced newspaper reporter does his work. 
Mr. Hawthorne is a novelist of distinction, 
and his book reviews are excellent after 
their kind; but he cannot, at this day, trans- 
form himself inio a newspaper reporter. 


General Cutting and His Plans. 
We have not heard the last of Catting. 
Not satisfied with bringing our govern- 

ment to the ragged edge of war, Cutting has 
had the andacity to elect himself commander 
in chiefof an armyof ten thousand men, 
with the open and avowed object of invad- 
ing Mexico, seizing the states of Chihuahua, 
Sonora and Durango, and organizing them 
into a republic. 

Whether there is anything in this rumor 
or not, it is believed in the southwest, aud 
many hot-headed young men are preparing 
to flock to Cutting’s standard. 

The present condition of Mexico is favor- 
able to just such a design. The central 
government is unable to contro] its northern 
states, and a bold freebooter with a few 
thousand determined Texans would fiad it 
an easy matter to steal a considerable slice 
of Mexican territory and hold it for some 
time. 

From our knowledge of Catting we do not 
believe that he would rest satisfied with a 
little repablic chipped off in a casual way 
from the solid chunk ot ‘‘Liberdad,’’ south 
of the Rio Grande. Judging from his past 
utterances, he wants all or nothing. Like 
Aaron Burr, he probably dreams of found- 
ing an empire, or military despotism in 
which he is to fill the role of imperator or 
dictator. . 

It must be borne in mind that the cost of 
a revolution or a civil war in Mexico is a 
very small matter. General Catting will 
not need ten thousand menor anything like 
that number. With a force of sixteen men 
on mule back and a dump cart, an enterpris- 
ing commander, would be prepared to carry 
on a deadly war of extermination for an in- 
definite number of years. We use the word 
extermination in the Mexican sense. In 
point of fact there is very little carnage con- 
nected with a revolution in Mexico. The 
conflicts in that country resemble the wars 
of the middle ages in which ascore of men 
constituted an army, and a campaign was 
considered a bloody affair when one man 
hed hiseknll cracked, and another lest a 
finger. In such a struggle General Cutting 
is pic-eminently qualimed to bear a distin- 
guished pa:t, and he could hardly fail to reap 
a barvest of laurels. 

There is ene obstacle, however, in the 
way. Our govornment will not be disposed 
to look calmJy on while this filibustering 
expedition is being fitted out. It is clearly 
our duty tosend a policeman and a deputy 
marshal to arrest Cutting and his entire 
aimy, andit is more than likely that this 
will be the end of it. It is a pity thas 
rudely to shatter a dream of empire, but it 
is out of the question for usto permit a party 
of cowboys to rush across the frontier and 
take ; ossession of the hall:of the Montezua- 
mas, Let the police be called while there is 
yet time. 
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One More Effort for Cluverins. 

The day fixed for the execution of Cluver- 
ius, the alleged murderer of Miss Madison, 
is the 10:h of December. 

The brother of the prisoner is making a 
last effort to save the doomed man from hia 
fate. Heis now circulating petitions for 
signatures, and expects by the middle of 
November to be ready to present them to the 
governor, 

A peculiar thing is the fact that the gov- 
ernor is not asked to commute the sentence 
to imprisonment for life, but to imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. The reqaest for 
clemency is based upon the following 
grounds: 

“1. The evidence agairst him was altogether 
circumstential, 

“2. Bince bis trial and conviction alaw has been 
enacied givingtoan accused the right to testify 
in hisown behalf. Of this right he has been un- 
able to avail himself. 

*8. One member of the supreme court of appeals 
disreuted from the other four members, and was of 
opinion that the evidence in the case failed to es- 


tablish that amurder had been committed, or 
that the deceased came to her death by violeace.”’ 


In conclusion, the petitioners say that 
under the circumstances they are convinced 
thatthe death penalty should not be en- 
forced, It is net thoughtin Richmond that 
the appeal for executive clemency will be 
euccessful. The case against Cluverius-was 
as stropg as circumstantial evidence could 
make it, and circumstances are sometimes 
better evidence than the testimony of those 
who saw the crime committed. If Governor 
Lee pardons Cluverius, be should have better 
rearons for his action than those urged in 
the petition.

Meteors. 

R. H. C, Dadeville, Ala; Please tell me 
something about meteors and their origin. 

All torts of opinions haye been held abont the 
origin of meteors. It hes been argued that they 
compe from the sun.trom the moon, from the 
platets, from volcanoes on the earth, Some have 
a gued thatihey were condensations of nebulous 
metter left over, 80 10 speak, wheu the world was 
created, Others have supported they were frae- 
mevis of alost planet. Few of these theories will 
sand the test of investigation, [tis difficult to 
believe that any soild body—and we know that 
meteors are tolid—could have been projected from 
the sun to the vicinity of our earth. It woud 
necessarily have been fured andwaporized in pass- 
lug through the enormously heated atmos phere 
of the tup, and if it bad escaped thia peri, 
it would, under the laws of gravitatioa, 
baye #hot popwerd a certain distance, an’

ress the energy Necessary to throw a mass of meta 

a hundred miles intothe air. There is no proba- 

bility that they once formed part of a lost planet; 

it is difficult to perceive how the materials of a 

planet, once gathered together, could have been 

dispersed. After reviewing all these various theo- 

rier, Professor Newton comes to the conclusion 

that meteors, fireballs, shooting stars, falling stars 
and comets all substantially belong to one clas#— 

that they are aggregations of primitive matter 
which formed somewhere in the cold of space, 
The siones which fall generally come from fire- 
balls or bolides, which are seen to explode with 4 
great noise and smoke. The explosion is. some- 
times heard a hundred milesaway, and the con- 
cussion of the air shakes the whole region 
like an earthquake. The great fireball which ex- 
ploded in Normandy in 1505, and of which Hum 

boldt gives an account in his “Cosmos,” was sur 

rounded by a small black cloud, Allatoncea 
loud explosion was heard and this was followed 
by several others ‘resembling discharges of mus- 
ketry mingled with the rolling of a great number 
of drums.’ More than two thourand mete sric 
stones are said to have fallen from this boiide, the 
largest weighing seventeen pounds.

The Feeling in the City. 


‘The teeling in the city yesterday and la3t 
night was universally in favor of a compro- 
mise. The one hope expressed onali sides 
was that the committee could be able to agree 
and name aticket. There appears not to the 
slightest doubt that any ticket suggested by 
this committee will be overwhelmingly elected 
practically without opposition.

Joseph W. Rapp, chiof clerk in the distri. 
bution Cepartmentof the Atlanta pos:offi:e, 
wae arrested yesterday at noon by Tuspector 
Booth, cherged with opening a letter and tak. 
ing thorefrom valuable contents, in violation 
of section £467 of the revised statutes, 

The arrest of Mr, Rapp caused a commotion 
around the government builiing among the 
employes, It was startliog and uapleasant 
news to the young man’ many friends, and 
mapy could not believe him guilty of tho 
charge. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter heard of the ar. 
rest a fow minutes after it occurred, and re- 
pairing © Postoflice Inspector Booth’s office 
asked that gentleman for the facts, 

HOW HE WAS CAUGHT, 

“T assure you,” began Mr, Booth, “that it 
was an unpleasant duty to arrest Mr. Rapp,but 
I+ ndesvor to discharge my duties regariless 
of ‘rier d- hip.” 

“Do you know he ig guilty?” asked the re- 
porter, 

“Yer, tir, The evidenceis conclusive.” 

‘How did you managethe case? The young 
man hss many friends here, and they will 
wish to know the fa) facts.” 

“We seldom go into details about such mat- 
ters when an arrest is made.” 

‘ Under the cirenmstances, you will be do- 
ing his friends a favor by divulging the facts.” 

“Well, for the past three mouths, perhaps [ 
mey say four months, we have recetved a large 
nomber of complaints of letters being lost 10 
the Atlanta postoflice. I worked aroand, bit 
con'd get nociue for sometime.

Touching his trouble he talked 
to no ose but his father, whom he sent for 
immediately after his arrest and who was with 
him until the iron doors of the jail locxed him 
in. 
_ Mr. Rapp entered the postoffice in Ostober, 
1681, under the late Governor B. E, Conley, 
and by strict attention to duty was promoted 
until he became chief clerk, Up to yesterday 
he was considered one of the best mon in the 
postcfitce, and nota suspicion of dishonesty 
ever risted upon him by those connected with 
the office. His fatheris connected with the 
police department aud waterworks, and is a 
gentieman liked by all who Enow him. 

The punishment for the offense is from one 
to five years in Albany penitentiary.

Dr. Haygood at Spelman, 

Spelman seminary was visited yesterday morn: 
ing by Rey. A. G. Haygood, D. D, L.. L. D., who 
was present at the classes in their recitation rooms 
and afierwarcs gave an admirable talk to over 400 
pupils assem bied in the new chapel in Rockefeller 
hall. Coincidentally the executive committee of 
the Baptist state convention (colored), numbering 
about fifteen intelligent men, also visited the sem- 
inary at the same hour, and listened with close at- 
tention to the eloquent remarks of the above 
named epeaker. After congratulating the schol- 
are and teachers on the completion of their fine in- 
Btitution, Dr. Haygood referred tothe spirit of dis- 
content es manifested in numerous publications of 
the colored people because more is 

done for them in education, 
adding that the history of education among the 
colored leisthe most wonderful history in 
the world. Twenty one years ago few of them 
could read; now there are one million colored 
chilcren in school, and over two million colored 
men and women cauread. He spoke of the tra4i- 
tions! log cabin and urged that better homes 
should be built by colored people. He had been 
accused of heiping to make the colored people 
Ciscontentea with their lot. Such was far from 
his Gesire. While‘he hoped they would be aeuf- 
ficiently discontented totry hard to better their 
conditions and improve their homes, he was the 
one to create discontent of the morbid sort, or 
encourage fretting or jealousy, or too much pon- 
dering on the inequaiities of fortune. Nothing is 
well enoughthat can be made betier. There is 
one remse dy for the ev'!is against which the colored 
people are contending. It is very simole, 
Jhey must learn how to earn more than just

THE ORIGIN AND DESTINY OF MAN, 


Lecture of Rev, W. J. Scott at the First Meth- 
odist Church, 


Last night an audience, representative of 
the intelligence and culture of Atlanta, as- 
sembled at the First Methodist church to hear 
the lecture of Rev. W. J. Scotton “Man: His 
Origin and Destiny.” 

The subject suggests a wide range of thought, 
including the latest efforts of the most dis- 
tinguished of scientific men. Dr. 
Sectt handled his theme a 
masterly manner. He ontlined the 
history of what is known as modern evolution. 
It claims to be a new revelation,but in reality 
itisarebashof very old speculation. The 
philosophers of Greece had the germs of all the 
thought which is retailed by the modera 
thinkers who repudiate the Biblical account 
of the creation of man. Inthe last century 
the socalled recent theory of man’s evolution 
was fully set forth by Robert Chambers. Its 
great apostle in our time was Charles Darwin. 
While the lecturer argued that the “days” ia 
the Mosaic account of the ereation meant long 
periods of time, he showed the absurdity of 
the claim of the philosophers of evolation 
that they had proved their theory of creation. 
After all that has been written on this subject, 
there is nothing comparable even as a piece of 
ecieptific literature to the brief account of the 
creaton given by Moses in Genesis. Hugh Miller 
said that it gave the order of creation which 
accorded with the best theories of science. 
Mr. Huxley, in his late controversy with Mr. 
Gladstone, endeavors to show that these pro- 
ecsses of creation were often intermingled 
with each other, but Mr. Gladstone proves 
that in thie assertion Mr. Huxley places him- 
self at variance with the great mass of scien- 
tific thinkere. 

The weak points iu the purely scientific 
theories of creation were forcibly ex- 
posed. After all, these theories 
bring us bac to a point 
where they halt and confe:s that they can pro- 
ceed no further. The modern theory of evo- 
Jution was summarized by “Topsy” in “‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” who, when asked the old cate: 
chism question, ‘Who made you?” replied, 
“Nobody made me; I jesgrowed,” Inaliading 
to thelatter branch of his subject, the destiny 
of man, the doctor treated of the moral ten 
dency of modern materialism. If men sprang 
up inthe blind chance of nature and are 
rothing more than mere forms of matter, they 
are of little account in this world. Herbert 
Spencer, one of the profoundest thinkers of 
our times, has gone so far as to say that the 
genius of Shaxspeare, the poetry of Milton, 
and the artof Raphael were once all contained 
in a fiery cloud, and are all potential in the 
freofthesun. This statement proved revolt- 
ing to even so thorough an evolutionist as 
Mr. Tyndall. If Mr. Spencer is right, the 
victory at Carmel was with Baal and not with 
Elijah. The fire worshippers are right if the 
source of all life rests in the source of all our 
material heat. 

The doctor, in conclusion, made an eloquent 
statement of the old faithin man’s creation 
by a divine creator, in his moral responsibil- 
ity, and in the certainty of retribution. The 
lecture was heard throughout with profound 
attention. It evidenced Dr. Scott’s profound 
thought and bis carefal research into modern 
scientific literature. While he was liberal and 
charitable in his construction of the motives 
of men and his references to their theories, he 
was uncompromising in his antagonism to 
theories which he believed tobe false and 
pernicious.

Wash Holmes, Samuel Tally, Dennis W. 
Miller and James W. Miller are on tria! in the 
United States court for conspiracy. 

The evidence shows that on the 12th day of 
November, last year, Deputy Marshal Carter 
arrested a man named Morgan Thomas, near 
Reeves Station, in Gordon county, Thomas 
was arrested upon a warrant charging him with 
violating the internal revenue laws. While 
the deputy marshal and his prisoner were going 
along the road, two men, saidto bethe two 
Millers now on trial, halted the deputy mar- 
shal and told him it would not be healthy for 
him to remain in the neighborhood; that the 
people were tired of being worried and tor- 
mented with revenue marshals and that a stop 
had to be put to it some way. 

WANTED A SQUARE DEAL. 


The deputy told the men that all he asked 
of them was to make a break at him from the 
front and not from the back and the bushes. 
He wanted a square deal, and would make 
them sick of the thing before it was over if 
they would come at him right. 

The deputy marshal, in order to avoid far- 
ther trouble, concluded to go to Planeville and 
board the 11 o’clock train for 
Atlanta. He, with his guard and 
prisoner, walked to Planeville, reaching 
there about half-past eight or nine o’clock at 
night. They went into the waiting room in 
the depot and made themselves.as comfortable 
as possible. In about half an hour there was

and the marshal said “come in.” The door 
swupg open and Wash Holmes stepped inside. 

“T want to speak to you, Morgan,” said 
Holmes, addressing the prisoner. 

“He can’t goout. You must talk to him 
here,” said the deputy marshal, knowing that 
something was wong. 

‘“By——, I guess he will come ont. Come 
op, Morgan,” said Holmes excitedly. 

The prisoner arose to go to the door, but was 
stopped hy Marshal Carter, who told Holmes 
that he could not allow such business. Holmes 
became quite angry, and said tbat if the pris- 
oner was not allowed to come out he would be 
taken out. “Just at this moment,” said the 
deputy marshai to the reporter. “‘they opened 
fire on me. I vulled my gun and letdrive. I 
hit Holmes. The firing ceased fora second, 
and grabbing the prisoner with one hand, I 
toid him thatifihe men didn’t quit shooting 

I WOULD KILL HIM. 
He yelled out quick for them to quit and they 
did so. I knew this was the only way to stop 
it. I¢ was a warm affair for a few minutes,” 

After this Holmes skipped out tothe west, 
and a few weeks ago gave himself up to the 
authorities, He was brought back 
to Atlanta and announced himself ready 
for trial. Besides’ the four now 
on trial, there aye three others who had a 
hand in the racket who have not been arrest: 
ed, and who it is thought have left the state. 
The trial will be concluded this morning and 
the case given tothe jury. Itis believed that 
Samuel Tally will come clear.
